SUBSTITUTE FOR RENNET. 


Nature has, it appears, provided 
an admirable substitue for rennet 
in the manufacture of cheese, the 
afticlé being the berry of the plant 
kpown to botanists as Withania 
coagulans. This shrub thrives in 
India, and has long been used by 
the Beloochees and Afghans to 
curdle milk. But its complete ef- 
ficacy was not demonstrated until 
late when the berry was offi- 
cially experimented with at a farm 
belonging to Sir James Fergusen, 
the present Governor of Bombay. 
The report published by the Gov- 
ernment says that a complete suc- 
cess was achieved, a perfect curd 
being produced, and the cheese 
turning out excellentin every re- 
spect. The method of preparing 
the puneria—so isjthe berry called, 
from the Persian name of cheese—is 
to put some berries into a small 
quantity of cold water, and to allow 
this to simmer by the side of a fire 
for 12 hours. At the end of that 
time about half the decoction will 
suffice to curdle 55 gallons f milk, 
the quantity of berries employed 
being two ounces. With a view to 
the more extended cultivation of 
the shrub, an experimental planta- 
tion is about to be established at 
the Government Botanical Gardens. 
Perhaps it may be found to also 
have a medicinal value as an as- 
tringent; the natives in the north- 
west seem to have used it for other 
purposes than cheese-making.
